Cuban Case mi Exception to Re- 
cognized Code Governing 
Niu.iouaL Debts. 



Spain Borrowed Against Will of 
Her ( olonists and Now 
Should Pay. 



United States Will Sot Precedent 
Important to Tyrants and 
Financiers. 



(By Associated Press.) 

London, Oct. 21. — The Speaker, in a 
long article on the peace commission, 
auya: "The reluctance of America to ac- 
cept the burden of the Cuban debt, while 
at the same time upholding the doctrine 
of international law in which a debt in- 
curred by a ruler binds his successors, 
rests upon a solid foundation. 

"It is monstrous that a tyrant should 
be able to burden future generations 
simply because he is in possession of the 
material government If investors felt 
Unit in international law loans incurred 
against the will of a people would not 
attach to the country in the event of a. 
change of government there would be 
less of that monetary support of mis- 
governmeiH which liaa disgraced the high 
finance of the nineteenth century. 

"Kor fifty years Spain has ruled Cuba 
in defiance of the will of the Cuban 
people and in spite of the constant pro- 
test of the United States. The cost of 
her military operations was met by loans 
specially chargeable upon Cuba, in the 
lirst place in order to punish the Cubans, 
and in the second place in order to ar- 
range for a cheap retreat in the event 
of being driven out bj the Americans. 

"In a word, the debt lias been charged 
upon Culm largely with the object of 
saddling it upon the United States. The 
bondholders were encouraged to look to 
the supported doctrine of international 
law as part security, while they knew 
(hey were lending to Spain against the 
will of both Cubans and Americans. 

"It is hoped that the United States 
while assuming the sovereignty of Cuba 
Will refuse to pay any part of the debt 
except the money used in the development 
of the island, thereby setting a most use- 
ful precedent by which tyrants and fi- 
nanciers will do well to take note."' 



"CHRISTIAN SCIENCE." 

Ilaroid Frederic's Death Laid to Ac- 
count of This Form of Treat- 
ment. 

London, Oct. 21. — The inquest over 
the remains of Harold Frederic, the 
newspaper correspondent and author, 
who died suddenly on Wednesday morn- 
ing at Henley, of heart disease, was ad- 
journed to-day until Wednesday next. 
The evidence presented was somewhat 
sensational. A despatch from London 
to the Associated Press on Thursday 
said it had been learned that Mr. Fred- 
eric, previous to his death, had been in 
the hands of " Christian scientists," and 
that a doctor was only summoned to at- 
tend him a few days before he died. 

During the inquest Mr. Frederic's 
daughter Ruth said her father did not 
believe in doctors. She added that it 
was with his consent, but under the iu- 
Dtience of others, that Mrs. Mills, a 
"Christian scientist," was summoned to 
attend him. 

Kate Lyon, a member of the Frederic 
household, testified that, the deceased 
had asked her to call in Mrs. Mills, and 
the latter came to the house and ex- 
pounded the system followed by the 
"Christian scientists." On the same 
day Mr. Frederic dismissed the doctors 
who had been in attendance upon him. 

Most of Mrs. Mills' treatment, con- 
tinued "the witness, was what was 
known as "absent treatment." At the 
request of the friends of the sick man, 
the doctors were summoned, but the de- 
ceased informed them that, when they 
had previously been attending him he 
had not followed their directions. 

Mr. John Stokes, Mr. Frederic's 
amanuensis, testified that: he had in- 
formed Kate Lyons that siie might be 
charged with manslaughter if Mr. Fred- 
eric died without receiving medical 
treatment. 

Drs. Brown and Freidberger, physi- 
cians who had attended Mr. Frederic, 
said that, the deceased had suffered from 
rheumatic fever, and that he was para- 
lysed on one side. His death, they as- 
certained, was due to. syncope. Both 
declared their belief that with proper 
treatment the patient would have recov- 
ered. 

The inquest was adjourned until Wed- 
nesday, in order to allow of the attend- 
ance of Mrs. Mills.

The 
several district superintendents for Ot- 
tawa, Montreal, Halifax, Toronto and 
Klondike were admitted to full member- 
ship, and the badges approved by the 
Queen were presented to the Ottawa 
nurses who had passed the course of 
training. 

Lord Hersehell, General Lord Sey- 
mour and Miss Flora Shdw were visit- 
ors at Government House to-day. 

Air. Sontuni, Canadian agent in Chris- 
tinna, says the apple crop in Norway is 
ruined and that there is a splendid open- 
ing for Canadian fruit, especially Bald- 
wins, and also evaporated apples. 

Canadian furniture men were here to- 
day to protest against Mr. Charlton's 
proposition to include this class of goods 
in the reciprocity treaty with the United 
States. They saw Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
and Sir Richard Onrtwright.

Taeomn, Oct. 20— The steamer Edith, 
belonging to the Pacific Halibut com- 
pany, was yesterday inspected by Messrs. 
Cherry and Bryant, United States in- 
spectors of boilers and hulls, and found 
in good condition. She sails to-day on 
her first voyage of the season to the 
Alaskan halibut banks. She cleared at 
the custom house yesterday for the deep 
sea. 

The catch of the Edith will be sent to 
New York and Boston for the Atlantic 
Halibut company, one of the largest hali- 
but concerns on I he Atlantic. The fish 
will cross the continent in refrigerator 
carR. 

Since last season the Edith has been 
put in first: class condition for the hali- 
but business at the expense of $10,000. 
Her bull has been repaired and cleaned, 
she has received a Scotch marine boiler 
just from the factory, complete electric 
light plant, a searchlight, a new rudder 
and oilier improvements and repairs. 

The steamer carries thirty men. eigh- 
teen of whom are fishermen. She has 
nine (lories. While fishing two men occu- 
py a dory. Each man attends to two lines 
each 300 feet long and on Which are 
from 110 to 180 hooks attached to lead- 
ers. Herring are used for bait.

Russia Prepared to Back the 
French and Borrowing 
Money in Paris. 



(By Associated Press.) 
London, Oct. 21.— Government circles 
lure are apparently satisfied that the- 
Fashoda question will not lead to war. 
At the same time, the determination is 
reiterated not to budge from the iMisi- 
tion which the British government has 
taken up, no matter what the outcome 
may be. 

It is said on good authority that the 
British government has also determined 
not to brook unreasonable delay, and 
that in the event of France declining to 
evacuate, the Marcliand party will hi; 
removed from that place, although it is 
not expected that it will be necessary to 
nsort to such extremes. 

Paris, Oct. 21.— A despatch to the 
Temps from London asserts that the 
precise position regarding' the Upper 
Nile question is this: Great Britain 
having declared her claims on Fashoda, 
asked France to submit whatever pro- 
posals she wished to make. M. Del- 
casse, the foreign minister, replied plain- 
ly that France demanded an outlet on 
tin; Nile, a reservation being made con- 
cerning the geographical point to be de- 
termined upon. Lord Salisbury is now 
consulting his colleagues on the subject. 

The Temps this evening publishes it 
despatch from Nantes, saying that the 
fourth battalion of the infantry .regi- 
ment comprising the 21st division, with 
headquarter 8 at Nantes, have completed 
their equipment for war. Each man; 
it is added, has received 120 rounds of 
ammunition and his camp outut. and the 
ofllcers of all the four regiments, of that 
division have been supplied with revol- 
ver cartridges. The division is now in 
readiness to march when ordered, and. 
it is believed these troops are intended 
for coast defence. The defence of St. 
Lazare is also being organized. 

Berlin, Oct. 21— The St. Petersburg- 
correspondent of the Cologne Gazette,, 
in a despatch to that paper on the poli- 
tical situation, says: " Here also inter- 
est in the Nile question is rapidly in- 
creasing, and Kusaia's conduct in this 
matter will conform to the expectations- . . , . 
formed in connection with her alliance , 
with France." According to the Ga- 
zette's correspondent, the Russian fin- 
ance minister, acting in concert with ' 
Count Muravieff, minister of foreign af- 
fairs, attempted to raise a large loan in 
Paris, and a similar attempt will be 
made in Berlin. 

PARIS BECOMES DEFIANT. 

Paris, Oct. 22.— A remarkable change 
lias come over French opinion on the 
Fashoda question during the last -18 
hours. The attitude of the public Is 
more mutinied and more defiant. 'This te 
partlv due to the time of the British 
press' but more to the threatening manner 
of the British chancellor of the exche- 
quer, Sir Michael Hieks-Beach, which 
one paper calls "a provocation that is 
almost a threat of war." 

The municipal council of Paris is abus- 
ed on all sides .for exhorting the gov- 
ernment to avert war. In government 
circles the disposition seems to be to 
resist the British demands. It is re- 
ported that the policy of France as defi- 
nitely stated to Great Britain includes 
the retention of Fashoda. 

Sill MICHAEL'S SPEECH. 

The following is the cabled report of 
the speech by Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
to which reference was made in the des- 
patches yesterday. This cable- did not 
reach Victoria by wire: 

London, Oct. 10— Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, chancellor of the exchequer, 
speaking at North Shields this evening, 
announced that the government had 
opened negotiations with the powers, 
with a view of securing to the subjects 
of the various powers the right, of " de- 
veloping the respective spheres in which 
each country is especially interested." 

Regarding the Fashoda question, he 
snid he wished cordially to acknowledge 
the desire evidenced in the speeches of 
Lord Rosebery and Herbert Asquith to 
help the government in " a matter which 
might develop to the utmost gravity." 

" It is impossible," he continued, " for 
France to maintain that she bus i>oliti- 
cal rights at Fashoda. She asked for 
time to receive Major Marchand's re- 
port, but until the contrary is proved, 1 
decline to believe that France will re- 
fuse to withdraw. If she refused, the 
matter would assume an aspect as grave 
as is possible between two great nations. 

" The government is animated by the 
friendliest spirit towards France, and 
does not wish to inflict humiliation. 
What we desire is fair treatment. Our 
work in Egypt, is not completed, and 
Africa is big enough for us both— for

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Toronto Woman Who Tims Pre- 
v«nte(J Her Little Ones Prom 
Growing Up Wicked.

Toronto, Out. 21.— Eliza Burrell, wife 
of Charles Burrell, marble polisher, liv- 
ing at Logan avenue, in the north 
oast end of the city, to-night murdered 
her throe infant children, while appar 
cully in a state of insanity. 

Her husband retained from work 
about t! o'clock, and his wife, who pre- 
sented nothing unusual in her appear- 
ance, begun to prepare dinner. Her 
husband asked for the children, She 
said they were sleeping upstairs. The 
husband said ho would go up and see 
them, and after a slight attempt on the 
part of the wife to stop him, he wont to 
their bedroom, where lie found three 
little ones lying dead on the lied. The 
frantic father rushed for a doctor, but 
the medical man, on coming, said they 
had been dead for some hours. 

The unhappy woman talked freely 
about her act, not apparently realizing 
the enormity of the deed. She had 
smothered them with a cotton rag about 
:! o'clock in the afternoon. She had 
killed them, she said, because she did 
not waat them to grow up wicked. 
"They are angels now," she said, "and 
I shall soon be with them." She said 
she liiid killed the baby first, and the 
elder children had looked on laughing, 
supposing she was playing with the 
child. 

The demented woman was taken to 
police headquarters for the night. She 
has been in wretched health for many 
months, suffering first from rheumatic 
fever and later from an ailment of the 
heart, only coming from the hospital 
after treatment of the latter three weeks 
ago. She was subject to extreme mel- 
ancholia, and doubtless her mind had 
been affected by illness. 

She. was formally arrested and locked 
up. The bodies were taken to the 
morgue, where un inquest will be held 
to-morrow afternoon. The murdered 
children were Ethel, aged 5: Stanley, 
aged 8; and Harold, nged 38 months. 
Shortly after the tragedy the 10-year-old 
son of Mr, Burrell by his first wife came 
in, and his step-mother treated him with 
lr.uch display of affection, but refused 
to allow him upstairs. 

Burrell, who is an elderly man, has 
two sons in the Baptist ministry, Bev. 
W. B. Burrell, of Sheridan avenue 
church, Toronto, and Bev. C, G. Bur- 
rell, or Westnort, near Kingston.

The scene of the fighting is in the ex- 
treme northern portion of the Transvaal 
territory, west of the Cnsn country 
(TJmphlengaland), and southeast of the 
country of the Matabele.

Victoria, Business Healthy With 
Brightening Prospects— For- 
eign Demand for Grain 
a Feature. 



New York, Oct. 21.—: Dun's report to- 
morrow will say: Reports of Canadian 
business are on the whole fairly satis 
factory though there is as yet no such 
increase as might lie expected at. this 
sason. The trade in staples is goner 
ally well maintained at St. John. There 
is no change in the outlook at Halifax. 
At Quebec trade is quiet, while good hi 
all linos, but at Montreal there is less 
activity in one or two lines tluin might 
he expected. Exports of cheese and but- 
ter are liberal, but prices are weaker, 
while collections come in well and trade 
is on the whole in a sound shape. The 
money market is stronger with -W> per 
cent, asked on call. The weather ha 
not been favorable for business at Tor- 
onto though manufacturers are busy and 
prices are linn'. Trade is active in hard- 
ware and kindred lines at Hamilton, 
while groceries, hoots and shoes and dry 
goods are moving satisfactorily. Much 
wet weather in the Winnipeg region has 
rather seriously affected harvesting the 
crop. 

At Victoria trade is in a fairly healthy 
condition, with brightening prospects, 
and business in retail clothing and dry 
goods remains firm. Collections are mod- 
erately satisfactory. Jobbing trode is 
active in {Ml lin es at Vancouver with 
marked lliereniie over last year and re- 
tail trade is steady with more business 
in seasonable goods. 

BRADSTREET'S REPORT. 

New York, Oct. 21— BradstreOt's to- 
morrow will say: The dominant feature 
of the general business situation is un- 
questionably the active foreign demand 
f 0r V.'ueat, flour and indeed nearly all 
our cereal products, a*d the business re- 
ported on this account during the past 
ten days seems worthy of rank with the 
best recorded in any "corresponding- peri- 
od. While straightened s'„o c i;g abroad 
and less satisfactory advices from other 
countries, notably Russia, Austria and 
Argentina, have furnished the plausible 
basis for much of the recent activity, an 
additional stimulating feature was in- 
jected into the situation this -,ceek by the 
warlike appenrance of the Franco-Brit- 
ish situation. 

General distributive trade appears to 
have suffered from bad weather condi- 
tions this week, which have interferred 
with regular business and deliveries, but, 
on the other hand has induced consider- 
able buying of boots and shoes, rubber 
goods and heavy clothing at many mar- 
kets. The situation at the South is 
rather more favorable than for some 
time past, this resulting mainly from the 
abrogation of many senseless quarantine 
regulations, as a result of the advance 
of the frost line southward toward the 
Gulf. 

Some important changes in the situa- 
tion of textile goods and particularly 
cotton aud wool products appear to be 
impending. Our import trade begins to 
show slight increase over corresponding 
periods a year ago and the substitution 
of durable for non-durable goods in 'this 
movement points to an easier position 
in the custom situation. Prices art 
quite strong, notable in this respect be- 
ing all the cereals, lard, pork, cotton, 
print cloths, ami raw sugar. Littl 
change is noted in the iron and steel 
markets which, as for some time past, 
continues quiet.

To the.se 
two officers Ava. confided some of her 
troubles. She says she was never ab- 
ducted from home, and that she ran 
away to avoid the ill-treatment of a 
cruel step-father. She did not object 
strongly to having to return to the Col- 
don Gate, and embarked witli apparent- 
ly a light heart, prepared, as she told the 
police, to face all troubles.

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Trustees Decline the City Council's 
Proposal lo Get Decision of 
the Courts. 



They Want the Three Thousand 
Dollars But Do Not Desire 
Any Law. 


The difficulties between t ho school 
trustees and city council do not appear 
1o have reached a conclusion yet, though 
the chairman of the ih\st-n;imed body 
suggested :i resolution at the school 
beard meeting last night that seemed to 
meet the council's olive branch half 
way. Trustee McMieking, however, 
seemed to think that it would involve 
too much o£ a back-down from the posi- 
tion first taken by the school board, and 
his amendment, which practically de- 
clines the council's request to set a de- 
cision from the courts, was carried after 
a good deal of discussion. 

There was another interesting matter 
that came up, touching a little want of 
harmony at the South Park school. This 
matter came up on a report from the 
committee to whom was referred the 
letters of the principal and vice-principal 
of the South Park school. They sub- 
mitted the following resolution to the 
board: 

"Resolved, that the board deeply re- 
grets that during the last year or two, 
incidents have from time to time occur- 
red between the principal of the South 
Turk school and her staff, and particu- 
larly between the principnl and vice- 
principal. While these incidents have 
in themselves been all of a comparative- 
ly trivial character, th"ir occurrence has 
been apparently due, in part at least, to 
a misconception as to the relations that 
should exist between the principal and 
'her assistants. This misconception the 
board desires now to remove, iti order 
that the occurrence of petty disputes be- 
tween principal and assistants may 
hereafter as far as possible be avoided. 
That the board does not recognize the 
relation between principal and assistants 
to be one of subservience of the latter to 
the former. The assistant, is in no sense 
the servant of the principal, nor is it 
competent for the principal as such to 
reprimand or in. any way attempt to 
discipline an assistant for any cause 
V.hatsoever. Principals and assistants 
are alike and equally the servan 
the board, and alike and equally respon- 
sible to the board for any dereliction 
misconduct in the performance of tli 
duties. That the hoard requires that 
both principal and assistants shal 
operate in a spirit of mutual concession 
and of loyalty to the school ideals and 
to such measures for the common inter 
esls of the school as shall have been 
agreed upon at the conferences of tin 
staff required by Article 11 of the rogu 
hit ions to he bold from time to time, and 
that in future all cases of dispute or dilli 
culty growing out of a difference of 
'Opinion between a principal and 
assistant teacher in respect to any mat- 
ter relating to the administration of the 
school shall be referred to the city super- 
intendent for adjustment." 

Trustee Belyea made the motion that 
the resolution be carried, but a little 
discussion followed as to how far the 
resolution really went. 

Trustee Mrs. Grant was afraid that 
the principals had no control over the 
schools in any way. 

Trustee Belyea explained that all the 
resolution meant was that a principal 
bad no right to reprimand or discipline 
a teacher, but at the same time their 
duty was to keep watch and care over 
the affairs of the school and report to 
the board when they found things 
wrong. 

Trustee Mrs. Jenkins took a similar 
view to that of the other lady trustee, 
while Trustee Marehnnt was afraid the 
resolution was a little harsh in its lan- 
guage. 

After some further talk, tin- chairman 
said that the resolution was not, after 
all. as harsh as some of the trustees 
seemed to think, and for the benefit of 
the board it was read a second time and 
carried, Trustees Marchant, Belyea, Mc- 
Mlcking and Hall voting for it, and 
Trustees Mrs. Grant and Mrs. Jenkins 
against. 

A report estimating $000 for sla.te 
blackboards was referred hack to com- 
mittee for reconsideration, as there 
seemed to he some doubt as to the ad- 
visability of making expense to be home 
by next year's board. 

The janitor of South Park school 
asked for a raise in salary, and so did 
the janitor of North Ward. Both re- 
quests were referred to the finance com- 
mittee to report". 

Tile finance committee recommended 
that the janitor at Hillside get ."?T.. r >0 a 
month for the six months beginning 
April 1, and ;<;i2.r>0 a month for the six 
months beginning October 1. This was 
laid on the table.

The most important question of the 
evening was tile discussion on the ditll- 
culties between the school board and 
council. 

First was read the resolution of the 
city council offering to allow the trus- 
tees an additional $3,000 provided the 
trustees would agree to submit tin; ques- 
tion ia dispute to be settled by the 
courts. 

The letter was laid on the table and 
the following resolution recommended by 
the chairman was moved by Trustee 
Marchant, seconded by Trustee Mrs. 
,1 en kins: 

"Whereas at the time anil in the manner 
prescribed by statute this board submitted 
to the city council an estimate of the sums 
required by the board for the ordinary 
expenses of maintaining the schools of the 
city for the current year; 

'•And whereas the council declined to ac- 
cept said estimate, un the ground that, as 
alleged, the only finds that the corporation 
had to place at the disposal of the trustees 
were those produced by the per capita 
allowance and the special tax for sellout 
purposes, amounting In the aggregate to 
about $U3,0UO, and that the council would 
not be justified in appropriating n greater 
sum for school purposes than authorized 
by law; 

"And whereas not only Is the sum of 
543,000 inadequate for carrying on the 
schools, but the action of the council ia 
so declining to appropriate the full amount 
of tin' board's estimate is contrary to pre 
cedent in this city and in the other thm 
cities of the province, and is also, In tin 
opinion of the board, contrary to the clea 
Intention and meaning of tin? statute; 

"And whereas with an unexpended bal- 
ance of $12,000 still to the credit of th 
school service, the council since refused 1 
pay on the order of this board certain 
amounts of ordinary current expendltur 
assigning for a reason of such refusal 
that tliis sum has been specifically appt 
printed for teachers' salaries, and could 
not lawfully he expended f»r other 
purposes, and thereby assumed the right 
not 'only to limit the whole appropriation, 
but to determine In what manner it should 
be expended— an assumption which, in th 
opinion of the board, is at once unreason- 
able and Indefensible: 

"And whereas hi a communication to th 
council, dated October 15th, the board not 
lied that body that a sum not exceed I a 
$46,000 would be Bllfflclent to meet th 
school expenditure for the year, ami In 
reply thereto, under date of October 17, 
the council offered to supplement the 
original appropriation of $43,000 by a fur- 
ther sum of $3,000, provided that the board 
would consent to submit to the courts 

within a time to be mutually agr 1 upon 

the questions of Interpretation raised by 
tlie council; 

"And whereas n refusal on the part of 
the board to accept what appears to he 
the council's ultimatum In the matter Is 
likely to Involve the serious consequence of 
the schools being closed during the month 
of December; 

"Therefore be It resolved, that while the 
board adheres In every particular to Its 
position upon the questions Involved ami 
deprecates the proposed resort to litigation 
as uncalled for by any accessary condition 
in the premises, nevertheless the council's 
action leaves the board no alternative but 
to agree thereto, In order that the neces- 
sity of closing the schools may be avoided, 
the board therefore consents to the terms 
of the proposal of the council ns set forth 
in the letter receiver from that body, bear- 
ing date October 17th, and the secretary 
Is hereby directed to notify the council 
accordingly." 

Trustee Belyea bad a rider to offer 
to this and moved, seconded by Trustee 
Hall, that the following he added to the 
resolution: 

"Provided, however, that the initiative 
in such legal proceedings be taken by the 
city council and that the city council 
guarantee the payment of the proper fees, 
costs and charges of such solicitor and 
counsel as the hoard may employ and 
retain." 

In moving this amendment Trustee 
Belyea said that the city council had 
tried to force tho trustees into litigation. 
If the city wanted litigation the res- 
pnnsibiliy must fall on the council. 

Trustee Hall said that it seemed to 
him the height of folly to go to law. 
The proper thing to do wns to get the 
legislature to amend it if there wns any- 
thing wrong. Last session the legisla- 
ture seemed to think the law was good 
enough as it stood now. 

The chairman said that the council by 
tlioir resolution had agreed, to stand the 
cost of the litigation. 

Trustee Belyea held that the resolution 
was very peculiarly worded on that 
point— it. really meant the city's costs 
only. Let the trustees bind the council 
down to the bargain in black and white. 

The chairman though the rider con- 
trary to the spirit of the proposal of the 
council. 

Trustee MoMieking announced himself 
as not believing in either resolution or 
amendment. The board had all along de- 
clined to go into litigation and regarded 
the opinion of tlioir advisers. Messrs. 
Yates & .ray, as a good one on the stand 
the trustees had taken. His opinion was 
that the city should pay the expenses re- 
quired by the Trustees out of the $3,000 
without going to law and then when the 
legislature met the act could be amended 
if thought best. He wns opposed to the 
trustees stultifying themselves and say- 
ing they believed what they did not be- 
lieve. The council were only trying lo 
get out of the scrape in which they found 
themselves, lie would move in amend- 
ment to the amendment 

"To strike out tin? words beginning 
•Whereas a refusal on the part of the 
board,' down to the end of the resolution 
and insert 

"Therefore be it resolved that this 
board deprecating the resort to litigation 
with its attendant expense as uncalled 
for by any necessary condition in the 
present premises respectfully suggests to 
the mayor and council the propriety and 
wisdom of meeting the estimated ex- 
penditure this year with the $3,000 avail- 
able and thereafter apply to the legisla- 
ture for such alterations or amendments 
to the act as may be deemed necessary 
to place its meaning beyond question." 

This was seconded by Mrs. Grant and 
was carried. 

After a liltle more routine work the 
meeting adjourned.

THE PROVINCE AND THE YUKON 

Commenting upon the suggestion that 
the Yukon should be annexed to British 
Columbia, the Toronto Star says that 
our history "is not calculated to assure 
the ordinary Canadian that the province 
is especially fitted to cope with the V" 
Icon problems." The Star has read tb< 
history of British Columbia to very lit 
tie purpose, if it really believes this. Tin 
Yukon problem is no more difficult tin'" 
those with which the province has »J 
' ready successfully dealt, as it is ideiiti 
eally the same in character. What is 
the Yukon problem'.' It is the adrain> 8 
tration of the law in a mining country 
British Columbia lias been dealing with 
such a problem successfully for years i» 
a manner which has-given profound sat 
isfaction to very one, and without giving 
rise even to the faintest breath of sea" 
dal. There were the Fraser River, the 
Cariboo, the Cassiar, the Omenica and 
other "rushes," and all were handled 
without friction and at a very reason 
able cost. In later years there has been 
the development of Kootenay, whi''h 
presented problems fully as difficult "s 
any which confronted the Dominion gpv 
eminent in the Yukon. It was mauaced 
in such a way as to call forth the strong 
est expression of approval from every 
one who had any means of forming an 
intelligent opinion about it. 

The Star may object that the Yukon 
is a long distance away. Distance 
these days is measured not by miles but 
by days, and judged in this way. Kl<>" 
dike is nearer Victoria than Omincca 
and very much nearer than Cariboo or 
Cassiar were, when the gold excitement 
in these places was at its height. 

The nasty and contemptible insinua- 
tion, which the Star has seen fit ' ( > 
make, is probably the outcome of pre- 
judice and ignorance. In common with 
some other Eastern papers, the Star lias 
been stuffed full of all manner of misin- 
formation about the government of this 
province. It was led to believe, through 
its political prejudice, the false and cal- 
umnious reports so diligently circulated 
by the opponents of the late administra- 
tion. It ought to bo ashamed of itself 
lor so basely maligning the province. 

The Star gives another reason. It 
'says: 

Canadians would not see the care of 
the Yukon pass into British Columbia's 
hands without some apprehension that 
the circumstances which have give" 
such trouble to the Dominion govern- 
ment will lead to a serious bungle in the 
hands of a lesser power. 

The Yukon has given no one an}' 
trouble. The source of such trouble ' lH 
has arisen lias been Ottawa. No easier 
problem could be suggested than the ad- 
ministration of the Northern country 
presented. The men who went into the 
Yukon, no matter from what part of the 
world they came, carried with them a 
profound respect for British law. They 
went there expecting thai the law Would 
be rigidly enforced, and that, equal 
justice would be done between man and 
man. The Mounted Police will bear 
testimony that a population more easy 
to control never went: into any country. 
It is a calumny upon the venturesome 
miners of the North to suggest that they 
save trouble to the Domlnon govern- 
ment. The framing of the mining regu- 
lations called for tlie exercise of good 
judgment, which was not: in evidence, 
while if the British Columbia reguln 
lions bad been adopted, there would 
have lwen 110 complaining from any 
■quarter. We concede, howo/ver, that it 
was desirable to collect a royally from 
the miners, and the provincial rogula- 
tions do not make such a charge', but it 
has given no trouble. Possibly in niai'.v 
instances the payment of the royally 
lias been shirked, but the shirking of 
taxation is not confined to Klondike, and 
there has been no trouble of any kind 
about .it. The trouble of which every 
one has complained was in the Gold 
Commissioner's oflice and file alleged 
pout oflice. and not elsewhere, and tlie 
miners liqro it with phenomenal patience 
The good people of Toronto Would not 
have submitted for fifteen minutes to tlie 
impositions endured by the rough miners 
'of (he North for a twelvemonth. 



Trouble — there never would have been 
any suggestion of such a thing at Daw- 
son, if the responsible ministers had 
exercised even rudimentary judgment in 
dealing with the plain problem before 
them. 



THE PUNISHMENT OF VICTORIA. 

The Vancouver World threatens Vic- 
toria with the early loss of one of its re- 
presentatives in the House of Commons, 
and in so doing uses this extraordinary 
language : 

Victoria has again and again demonstra- 
ted the fact that as a people it has little 
or no sympathy with Liberalism and Re- 
form principles generally, and the domin- 
ant party in Canada will not be true to 
itself or past traditions if it allows ti con- 
tinuance of the system now in vogue re- 
garding the representation of the prov- 
ince in the chief council of the nation. 

Our contemporary has certainly the 
courage of its partizanship. No matter 
what reasons can be given against in- 
terference with the representation of this 
city as it has existed ever since Confed- 
eration, the World brushes them all aside 
because the voters here have hitherto 
seen, fit to elect Conservatives to the 
House of Commons. The inference seems 
to be that if Liberals had been chosen the 
ease would have been "altered quite." 
We hardly think that Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier will feel grateful to the World for 
the employment of such language in con- 
nection with such a threat. 

Doubtless there are other constituen- 
cies in Canada which are over-represent- 
ed according to the line or argument fa- 
vored by the World. If the way the. 
people vote is to ho a guide in determin- 
ing their right to representation in the 
House of Commons, then after each 
change of government we may be pre- 
pared to look for a gerrymander. We 
protest that the doctrine advanced by 
our con tern pornry is full of danger, and, 
if it is to be acted 011, will call forth 
an indignant expression of opinion from 
every quarter of the Dominion. The de- 
mand that Victoria shall be punished for 
its conservatism by being deprived of 
ii representative in the House of Com- 
mons is so startling that it only has to 
be mentioned to be condemned.

PRODUCTION AND 

CONSUMPTION 

A very marked decline in the value of 
exports from the United States, as com- 
pared with those of last, year, is noted 
by the commercial papers of that coun- 
try, and some uneasiness is felt because 
of it. The greatest drop is in cotton, 
and there is a growing opinion that tin 
production of this crop is larger than tin 
market is likely to call for. Doubtless 
the Egyptian and Italian supply tends to 
diminish the demand in the United 
Kingdom for American cotton. With 
the opening of Equatorial Africa to in 
telligent cultivation, it may be expected 
that large quantities of cotton will bt 
grown there, and while there will un- 
doubtedly also be a large market for cot- 
ton goods among tribes, which now use 
very little dress material of any kind, 
the probability is that cheaper prodin 
tion and the fact that African cotton ca: 
be paid for in manufactured articles will 
have a tendency to turn the attention 
of British buyers to that source of sup- 
ply. Cotton is no longer king in the Uni- 
ted States, and will probably never b( 
nblo to regain its throne. 

When speaking of the over-production 
of cotton, we are reminded that the real 
difficulty is not that too much is pro- 
duced, but that too little is consumed. 
If every person in America used all tin 
cotton really needed the supply would bt 
inadequate to the demand. It is a re 
markable thing that amid all the efforts 
made to open new markets, no one seems 
to think it necessary to investigate how 
the home market can be increased. We 
hear at intervals of over-production of 
this, that or the other commodity, but 
we do not hear of any reduction in the 
number of those who cannot get what is 
absolutely necessary to their comfort. 
Undoubtedly the purchasing power of 
the whole civilized world has greatly in- 
creased during the present century but 
there remains the "submerged tenth," 
which never can get what it really ought 
to have. So it comes about that United 
States' cotton planters are disturbed be- 
cause they cannot lind a market abroad 
for what ought to be consumed at home. 



RAILWAY TICKETS. 

There is some agitation in England 
over the question of railway ticket-;, the 
contention being made that: a ticket 
should hi' good at any time and in any 
direction. Vol' example, if a man buys 
a ticket from Victoria to Naauimo, he 
ought to be at liberty to use it to travel 
from Namtimo to Victoria, and if he 
buys a ticket limited for a definite time, 
and is unable to use it within tin: limit, 
he ought to be at liberty to travel on it 
at any time thereafter. The reply of the 
railway companies to this is that it 
would entail much more elaborate book- 
keeping, would prevent the closing of 
accounts and open the door to fraud. 
Moreover it is stilted that special rates 
are granted under special circumstances 
only, and it would bo unfair to compel 
the companies to stand by those rales 
under normal circumstances, Persons 
who travel much buy mileage tickets, 
when they can get them, and such a 
ticket is good at any time and in any 
direction. On suburban trains out of the 
large cities commuted tickets are sold at 
reduced rates, but these are good only 
between certain specified stations. It is 
hardly practicable to introduce the 
change suggested either in England or 
this country, and while undoubtedly 
some inconvenience and loss, are caused 
to individuals by existing arrangements, 
they suffer very much less thai: the com- 
panies would by the adoption of the pro- 
posed system. 



The News-Advertiser wants a Royal 
Commission to investigate the Yukon 
scandals. We agree with it as to the 
desirability of an investigation by com- 
mission, but. doubt if a " Royal " com- 
mission could be appointed for that pur- 
pose. Our point is only as to the use of 
the word " Royal " in such a connection. 
The commission issued to Chief Justice 
McColl was culled a royal commission, 
but it was not. It was a statutory com- 
mission. Royal commissions are those 
which the Crown or its representative 
issues by virtue of the prerogative. Oth- 
er commissions may be either statutory, 
where thty are appointed under a law 
expressly conferring upon the Crown the 
right to make the appointment, or par- 
liamentary, where they are appointed in 
pursuance of a special resolution of 
parliament. It is desirable not to con- 
fuse these terms. We doubt the prero- 
gative right of the Crown to appoint a 
commission to inquire into matters com- 
ing directly under the control of parlia- 
ment. We assume that the Governor- 
General-in-Council is authorized by sta- 
tute to appoint a commission in such a 
case, and one ought to be named. Par- 
liament has undoubtedly such a right, 
and should exercise it, if nothing satis- 
factory is done between now and the ses- 
sion.

The Manitoba Free Press asks why 
the papers which quoted Mr. II. S. 
White's letters from Dawson do not 
publish his denial that he ever said he 
was going to Ottawa to lay charges be- 
fore the government. As the Colonist 
was the first paper in Canada in which 
these letters appeared, and as its rela- 
tions with Mr. White were more inti- 
mate than those of any other Canadian 
newspaper, it is right for us to say that 
Mr. White never said that he was going 
to prefer charges at Ottawa against, the 
Officials at Dawson. As a matter of 
fact, it was not Mr. White's original in- 
tention to discuss the matter with the 
members of the government. It was in 
the Colonist otlice that the suggestion 
was made to him that, on his way east, 
he should see some of the ministers and 
lay before them a plain statement of 
what he had already published in the 
press, and such other matters as he 
might feel justified in saying. If it has 
been stated anywhere that he intended 
to make specific charges, he was greatly 
misrepresented. 

An embarrassment Common to every 
political appointee to a judgeship was ex- 
perienced by Mr. Justice Martin yester- 
day. He did not feel like hearing a mo- 
tion in an election case, because he had 
taken an active part in the election. The 
feeling is natural, but unless the judge 
was an agent for a candidate in the 
ease he is not disqualified, and even then 
he would be disqualified only as to that 
ease. If the election cases are to come 
to trial, and, any way, in view of the 
probability of the preliminary points com- 
ing before the Full court of appeal, Judge 
Martin will have to devote his spare mo- 
ments to schooling himself into forget- 
fulness of his political career. 

Everything looks like a genuine ad- 
vance in West Coast mining. The out- 
look is far better to-day than it has been 
at any previous date. This shows that 
development gives greater encourage- 
ment. There is room for another Koote- 
nay on the AVest Const, and when min- 
ing is in full swing, there, Victoria will 
go ahead by leaps and bounds. All that 
is required to give the district; the needed 
impetus is the beginning of profitable 
shipments from one or two mines, and we 
judge this is not very far off. Next year 
may witness changes in that: part of the 
province which would concentrate the at- 
tention of the investing world upon Van- 
couver Island to a degree comparable to 
the interest now taken in Kootenay. 

The record of the Calumet and Hecla 
mine on Lake Superior shows that there 
is a lot of money in copper. This proper- 
ty has been worked for thirty years, and 
in that time has paid $53,850,000 in divi- 
dends. If is now valued at $55,000,000. 
Tts average net earnings are $0,000,000 
a year. Nearly a million and a quarter 
dollars were spent in developing this 
mine. Probably 110 mine would find n 
purchaser more readily than one giving 
good promise of copper. 



It is said on what appears to be good 
authority that the reason why the United 
States warships Oregon and Iowa have 
been sent to the Orient is not to do duty 
at Manila, but to be convenient to Chi- 
nese waters where it is thought they 
may have to co-operate with the British 
fleet to maintain the "open door" policy.

ANOTHER YUKON CRITIC. 

Montreal Gazette. 

Tlie Interview with Mr. Auzlns TureailC, 
which appears In another part of this 
Issue, Is or unusual Interest. .Mr. Turenno 
had made a literary reputation on both 
sides of the Atlantic before he Temps 
sent him 11s Its special correspondent to 
the Yukon. Ills letters have attracted a 
great deal of attention In Paris; indeed, 
he has been accused of enticing his com- 
patriots mvay from sunny France to perish 
beneath the icy blasts of the Yukon. The 
account Mr. Turenno gives of his own 
experiences show how far this accusations 
was astray, It Is no rose colored picture 
he draws of the Klondike diggings; he 
could not, of course, divest himself of bis 
literary style, but his view of the Yukon 
is penetrated with the cold, clear light 
of the sub-Arctic regions, lie sees tlilnus 
as they lire, and describes them as he 
sees them. Mr. Turenue's previous ex- 
periences In the Black Hills of Dakota 
fitted him to Judge correctly, and he had 
the advantage of expert hdvlce. Ills re- 
port Is 11 moderate and reasonable one, 
which helps to explain many things not 
very easy to understand. Many people 
have been disappointed because the Y'ukon 
has failed to fultll the, expectations arous- 
ed by Mr. Ogllvie's report, and some have 
been Inclined to throw discredit upon his 
Judgment. Mr. Turenne says Mr. Ogilvle 
told no more than the truth; be was pe 
fcetly justified In the conclusions lie arriv- 
ed at from the evidence under his eyes 
lint the rich discoveries made just befon 
Mr. Ugilvie left the Yukon did not con 
tlnuc. Those that have been announced 
since have been speculative of journalist! 
manufacture. The claims worth having 
were taken up long before the great crowd 
of prospectors readied tin? Yukon, and 
naturally a great many wore disappointed 
There Is no doubt that the country has 
been injured by the policy pursued by 
tbe government. The 20 per cent, royalty 
Imposed in the tirst instance was absurd; 
the 10 per cent, tux adopted as an after- 
thought Is still an exaction too heavy for 
the Industry to bear. Mr. Slfton seems 
to have got Into Ills bead lie- foolish notion 
rhat carries so many people to the Yukon, 
that, gold could be picked up In nuggets 
without any trouble. The lax of 10 ik 
cent, on the gross output prevented many 
claims from being worked. A feeling of 
dissatisfaction and gloom settled down over 
the country, and the boom began to col 
lapse. The addition of official mismanage- 
ment or misconduct to errors of administra- 
tion gave the Yukon a serious blow, from 
which recovery is likely to be slow, and 
difficult. Meantime, the problem of trans 
portntion has settled Itself. The Stlldm 
route has been proved Impracticable, and 
a railway built over the White Pass with 
out government aid, making connections 
with unsuhsldlzed steamers on the lakef 
and rivers, made neeess to the Yukon com 
paratlvely easy. Mr. Sifton will be too 
busy next session defending his official 
to have time for n new railway deal. As 
a consular agent of France, Mr. Turenne 
was naturally disinclined to make or sup 
port charges against Canadian officials; but 
his silence Is by Itself eloquent. Apart 
from any question of corruption, he Indi- 
cates serious faults In the system of ad- 
ministration. Mr. Sifton apparently made? 
a bad machine and then failed to select the 
best men to work it. It Is no wonder that 
the result was not satisfactory.

5S8C and 7(127 of 410, with funds 
to the amount of .$27,780, Court Van 
eouver No. 57;>5, of this city, still bears 
the banner with a total of 155 members 
and $18477 at credit. Court Lord Duf- 
ferin. of New Westminster, is iioees-uir- 
lly omitted in the above recapitulation, 
as all its records were destroyed in the 
late fire, and it was therefore impossible 
for its officers to report in the usual 
way.

The New Building Which Vvfll Soon 
llisc in YVestiniii,steu. 

The plans prepared by Moswsi. F. M. 
Rattenbury and J. Gerha.nl Tiurk* for 
the new building for the Biuik of British 
Columbia at New Westminster show mi 
effective two-story building withi a largit 
basement, both the street fronts being 
of pressed brick. A handsome entrance 
at the corner of Columbia nnd Mary 
streets is approached by a flight of scnifc 
circular stone steps. That portion- of the 
large banking chamber devoted to the 
use of the public will be tiled in mosaic, 
and there will also be a dado of glazed 
tiles. 'The ceiling will be in panelled 
cedar, witli massive beams, and the 
manager's room will all be in panelled 
cedar. At the rear of the building art.' 
premises for the caretaker and lavator- 
ies. The construction of the double 
safe will be of the latest design. Be- 
sides the bank, there will be two large 
stores on Mary street. A fliglit of 
stairs from the centre of the building on 
Columbia street leads to two spacious 
and well-lighted suites of offices on the 
first floor. The whole building will' be 
heated by steam and lighted by electri- 
city, aud will be a distinctive feature 
and ornament to the new city of West- 
minster which will soon rise from tlie 
ruins of the old. The pressed brick used 
will be tlie product of the British Col- 
umbia Terra Cotta Works, of this city. 



A LIVELY SCKAF. 

Revolver Twice Discharged During a 
Fight on the "Princess Louise." 

What gave promise of ending In a 
lively shooting scrape occurred early yes- 
terday morning on the steamer Princess 
Louise. The intervention of the night- 
watchman on the steamer, however, 
changed the course of events and the 
most serious charge that could be laid 
against Gus Holt, the man who handled 
the revolver, was one of aggravated as- 
sault, Some evidence was taken in the 
police court yesterday in the case and it 
would appear from that that: William 
Craigie, the complainant, was more to 
blame than the man he had arrested. 
The magistrate at any rate took n leni- 
ent view of the ease and allowed Holt 
out on his own recognizance until Wed- 
nesday when the case will again lie 
called. 

From the evidence of Craigie it would 
appear that he was coming out of the 
California hotel yesterday morning and 
called out to Holt, who was passing. In 
witness' own words Holt thereupon "hit 
me a belt in the jaw, knocking me on 
the sidewalk." Holt continued on his 
way down Johnson street to the steamer 
on which he is a fireman, and when 
Craigie pulled himself together he fol- 
lowed but did not reach the boat until 
Holt had got into his cabin and was 
partly undressed. 

"I always knock at a man's door be- 
fore going in nnd I did so on this occa- 
sion," said the witness. 

Despite this politeness, however, nolt 
resented fhe intrusion and tried to keep 
Craigie out. The latter was determined 
and succeeded in forcing bis way in. 
Holt then took his revolver to keep 
Craigie out and in the scuffle the fire- 
arm was twice discharged. Fortunately 
neither ball struck anybody and the 
watchman arrived and separated the 
combatants. Then when the trouble was 
over Craigie stood at the head of the 
wharf and cried lustily for a policeman. 
Constable Walker went down on the 
run and on Cralgie's information ar- 
rested Holt and charged him with shoot- 
ing with intent. Tlie charge was after- 
wards changed to aggravated assault. 

Holt admits having picked up the re- 
volver to beat Craigie off but says lie 
did it in self defence.

The David Morgan, of 
the prospective salmon fleet, having 
been given up for lost, has been replaced 
l>y the Celtic Rnce, of which the charter 
is now announced at a lump sunt.

On Thursday morning representatives 
of the fishing industry und others gath- 
ered at the board of trade, Vancouver, 
call of the British Columbia Salmon 
Puckers' Association, to- take part in 
an Important conference with the Brit- 
ish Columbia members of 'parliament. 
The .senators hud ulso been asked to at- 
tend, but were unable to do so. It was 
not alone ennners who were present at 
the meeting. Mr. II. O. Bell-Irving pre- 
sided. Circulars placed on the table 
showed that the sockeye salmon Ashing 
industry is worth to the cities of British 
Columbia, in money paid out by the can- 
neries on a pack of (100,000 cases, some 
$2 t.so.oiio. 

The chairman said the canners of 
British Columbia were menaced by now 
regulations, und he was afraid that if 
these laws were enforced to the letter, 
ii large portion of the industry will be 
practically destroyed. This meeting had 
been culled with a view to endeavoring, 
ns quietly us possible, to place their 
views again before the government, with 
the idea that the objectionable features 
should be removed before irreparable 
damage was done. The canners had 
been unable to see in whose interests 
the now regulations had been enacted. 
They were not ill the interest of the 
canners, and could only be in the inter- 
est of a very few fishermen. They 
hud not ascertained definitely from any 
British Columbia member of parliament 
that he hud espoused or endorsed the 
regulations, and they wanted, if possi- 
ble, to get the matter cleared up that 
day.

ANGLICAN DOCTRINE. 

As to Ileal Presence- Voluntary Confession 
Suretio in ii -Prayers for Dead Com- 
mended 

London. Oct. IB.— Since John Kenslt's 
iiull-Hltunllstie crusade, churchmen have 
been waiting anxiously for an utterance 
hy the Arcbblsbop »f Canterbury on the 
grave questions raised, which have agi- 
tated the whole body of churchmen, in a 
series of charges to t he clergy, delivered 
this week, the primate spoke in no uncer- 
tain voice. He caused n profound impres- 
sion In church circles und deeply aggrieved 
the Low Church party. 

The primate declared plainly that the. 
doctrine of the Real Presence, na embodied 
practically in the doctrine of consubstan- 
tiation, Is permitted, though not expressly 
taugb, by the Chinch of England; that, 
although compulsory confession is absolute- 
ly Illegal, voluntary confession Is legal and 
no clergyman Is just Hied In refusing to 
hour It, and be commended prayers for the 
dead, hut forbade Invocation of the saints 
or the virgin. Ho declared that the ele- 
vation and reservation of the sacrament 
and use of Incense are not permissible', 
but ho approved nt a certain revival or t lie 
ritunl. in conformity with the prescript Ions 
of tlic prnyor boo!;. 

Practically the primate sanctions ail tin 

doctrines nnd practices which the Low 
Church men have condemned so vehemently 
and the High Church men are elevated pro- 
portionately. Though they disagree with 
some points the majority of, the clergy of 
Hie Church of England fall into line with 
Um primate's charges or Injunctions.

Hnch firm, company or person engaged in 
the canning ef salmon shall be entitled to 
ten fisheries licenses, bnl each of such 
fishery licenses shall bo valid only for ore 
rtsucrmnn, either Indian or other British 
subject, whose name Is enrolled in terms 
of the conditions stated in clause 1, such 
name being Inscribed on the license by 
the inspector or other granting the same 
at the time of Its Issue. 

This clause was strongly objected to. 
At one stroke the canners licences 
were cut down from 20 to 10. He would 
like to know why this salmon industry 
hud been singled out to be dealt with in 
so harsh a manner. Privileges they hud 
enjoyed for years had been taken away 
from them. They might just as well 
deprive lumbermen of their lumber 
leases. In mining an nlion could come 
in and take out the wealth of the coun- 
try and engage in a most lucrative busi- 
ness of the country, and yet the can- 
tirrs' licences were cut down by 50 per 
cent, at one stroke. 

CLAUSE III. 

3. A fisherman's license Rlmll not be 
transferable on pain of forfeiture, and a 
tanner's license (ten In number to each pan- 
ning establishment) shall be cancelled if 
the cannery for which they were issued 
ceases to bo operated. 

tinder this clause, if a fisherman, 
after spending $200 on his outfit, was 
taken ill, could not transfer his interest 
to anybody else. Moreover, if a man 

was incompetent he could not be dis- 
cluirgetl by the canner. If the laws were 
enforced, the canners would be cautions 
in letting out their gear, as they would 
be ut the mercy of the men. 

CLAUSE iv. 

4. Each fisherman fwhether employed by 
a cannery or not) shall be nt all times when 
carrying on llshlng operations carry with 
iiini his license under which he llshes. and 
shall exhibit It when required to do so by 
i he Inspector of fisheries or other author- 
ized officer. 

This was n comparatively unimportant 
regulation, hut the canners suggested 
lh.it the ease would be met if the fisher- 
men carried n certificate saying that the 
license was deposited at the cannery.

5. Kuch bout engaged In netting opera- 
lions shall have n number painted on the 
bow In black paint on a white ground, 
such number being entered und correspond- 
ing with the license. The letters or figures 
on the boat shall be plainly legible and 
not less than six Inches In height.

0. All nets and fishing bouts shall be 
numbered, and every boat shall have Its 
number and the Initial of Its owner painted

"This clause is objected to us a whole. 
It is an entire innovation in the industry. 
There is a groat difficulty in getting prop- 
erly qualified boat-pullers. This clause 
would work as harshly against the fisher- 
men as runners. If a man proved in- 
competent it would he difficult for the 
fisherman to get another, ns they would 
lie scarcer than over." Mr. Alexander 
I'jWCD. a strong supporter of the present 
government and the oldest Conner in 
British Columbia, expressed himself very 
clearly on this point in the letter he ad- 
dressed to the department of fisheries, 
lie said: "We know of row things which 
would be more detrimental to the salmon 
fishing industry than the enforcement 
of this clause. Under the present sys- 
tem a dearth of boat-pullers prevails, 
and we feel sure that were this clause 
enforced very many men would have to 
remain idle for want of boat-pullers. If, 
when any man, alien or otherwise, with- 
out registering or paying any fee, could 
follow the occupation of boat-puller, 
there was always a shortage of that class 
of labor, what may we export, if this 
clause bo enforced? Wo earnestly hope 
that no steps in this direction will be 
taken." Mr. Bwon's views were unani- 
mously endorsed by the British Columbia 
Parkers 'association.

I came 
here to get your views and then carry 
them away to digest thoni." 

Mr. Earle remarked that the chamber 
wus. well aware of his position on tho 
fishery question. When Mr. Bell-Irving 
was in Ottawa on his way homo from 
England they discussed the draft of the 
regulations. Professor Prince said they 
were simply suggestions. It certainly 
came with considerable surprise to him 
when he heard the regulations hud boon 
made law. lie was satisfied that it 
would be perfectly impossible to carry 
out the regulation's on the Fraser. Al- 
derman Bruce had practically said that 
tho fishermen wanted the regulations as 
they wore befoj&. 

The chairman said unfortunately they 
wore fared with- an accomplished fact.

LOCK-JAW AND CYCLING. 



The death of a young clergyman from 
loelvjiny following an abrasion of the 
skin caused by a bicycle accident again 
recalls the risks which cyclists incur by 
neglecting ordinary protctions under 
these circumstances. The most danger- 
ous wounds to be infected with the tetan- 
us bacilli are punctured ones, inasmuch 
as the micro-organisms belong to the an- 
aerobic class, which cannot nourish in the 
presence of oxygen. But any wound of 
the skin, superficial or otherwise, may be- 
come infected if care be not observed in 
thorough cleansing after its Infliction. 
Hence cyclists should distinctly bona- in 
iniml that nil wounds caused by lallw 
from the machine cannot: be regarded as 
safe from tetanus infection until, without 
any delay, they have been thoroughly 
washed and cleansed with some trust- 
worthy antiseptic, a procedure with re- 
run! to which fortunately there is no 
lilOculty. At the inquest on this case tt 
verdict was returned to the effect that 
dentil was due to lock-jaw "but whether 
it was caused by the accident there was. 
not sufficient evidence to show." As it 
matter of fact, no reasonable doubt can 
exist as to the disease having been inocu- 
lated at the time o(" the accident. Tetanus; 
alinust invariably follows injuries involv- 
ing contact with the soil, and the dust 
of main thoroughfares in the country is 
particularly active in this respect The 
period of incubation is uncertain, but the 
text-books state definitely that traumatic: 
tetanus seldom begins immediately after 
the injury has been received, days and 
even weeks intervening, with mild pro- 
dromata for a brief period preceding the 
graver phenomena. It is n matter of gen- 
oral knowledge that tetanus may be com- 
paratively frequent: in particular regions, 
while almost unknown in others, and its 
occurrence ought always to stimulate in- 
vestigation into its causation.— Medical 
Press.

B.C. BOARD OF TRADE 



New Zealand Trade Commissioner 
Addresses the Members at the 
Quarterly Meeting 1 . 



He Says His Colony Would Sooner 
Trade With Britishers 
Than Foreigners. 



The (principal feature of the quarterly 
meeting of the Board of Trade yesterday 
afternoon was an address from Mr. John 
Holmes, the .New Zealand government 
commissioner who for three-quarters of 
an hour talked interestingly on tho sub- 
ject of his mission and tho possibilities 
of developing trade between Canada and 
New Zealand. 

At the opening of the meeting Mr. G 
A. Kirk, the president, briefly reported 
on the vnrious matters that had come 
before the council of the board since the 
last quarterly meeting and incidentally 
mentioned that while it was desirable to 
mark the 80th anniversary of the board 
on the 28th inst. the form this would 
take had not yet been decided upon. 

Next came the reading of an article 
by Mr. It. E. Gosnell on agriculture, the 
paper being intended for publication in 
the annnal report of the board. In 
Mr. Gosnell after reviewing the advant 
ages and drawbacks to farming in Brit 
ish Columbia suggested that a number 
of small experimental stations would be 
desirable in various parts of the prov- 
ince owing to tho diversified nature of 
the country and climate. 

A vote of thanks was accorded Mr, 
Gosnell and the report was directed to 
be printed with the annual report. 

The only other business of a routine 
nature was the adoption of changes in 
the table of commercial fees as recoin 
mended by the council and the election 
of the following new members: Messrs. 
A. E. Greenwood. B. W. Greor, Jamet 
Thompson and II. McA. Grahamc. 

Mr. John Holmes, New Zealand's gov- 
ernment commissioner, was introduced 
by the president and made a very attrac 
tive and businesslike address. At the out- 
set he had some pleasant things to say 
about Canadian enterprise, evidences of 
which he had seen in mnny place! 
throughout his long trip through Aus 
tralia. South Africa and tho Old Conn 
try. He was so struck with the extent 
of the Canadian products he saw in Great 
Britain that he took the opportunity of 
saying in some of his addresses there 
that New Zealand should follow the ex 
ample taught by Canada. Turning to 
New Zealand's trade Mr. Holmes spoke 
particularly of the excellent quality of 
the New Zealand hemp in softness of 
texture, length of fibre and other quali 
ties. Ho touched briefly on the expan- 
sion of the export trade in this article 
which had grown enormously of late 
years. While his mission was the re 
suit of tho agitation of the hemp millers 
of the colony to extend their market, 
his duties wore not confined to tho fibre 
trade. Kouri gum was another article in 
which a large export was already done 
and a very largely increased trade had 
been opened up already in it as a result 
of his trip. Incidentally Mr. Holm< 
spoke of the value of grading fcr export 
ns it gave tho purchaser a better chance 
of knowing what he was getting. Ho be- 
lieved that in lumber and canned fish 
British Columbia could do an increased 
export trade to New Zealand, especially 
if instead of contenting themselves with 
shipping to one resident merchant 
porters would send to some neutral agent 
who would Bend out 
throughout tho colony instead of tin 
goods being confined to tho clientele 
one commercial house. There was a fine 
market for boots, shoos, cottons, paper 
and other manufactured articles in N 
Zealand and Canada also should got a 
large share of tourist travel. In this last 
particular he promised to give all the as 
sistance ho could by telling of the ad- 
vantages of travel through the Dominion 
and the fine scenery along tho route. 
Having told about what New Zealand is 
doing in the frozen moat, butter and 
cheese industries. Mr. Holmes closed by 
referring to tho legislation in tho colony 
on female suffrage, which, ho said, re- 
sulted in a wider and more intelligent 
knowledge being diffused through the 
country on political questions. The com- 
pulsory arbitration act by which trades 
disputes wore settled had also been pro- 
ductive of great good. New Zealand was 
more prosperous to-day than she had ever 
been before and the people there were 
desirous of dealing with British in pref- 
erence to foreign countries, a feeling, he 
found, reciprocal throughout Canada 
also. 

Applause and a vote of thanks follow- 
ed Mr. Holmes' remarks and tho members 
present spent some time in looking over 
the specimens he showed of Now Zea- 
land hemp and kauri gum.

NORTHERN PACIFIC OFFICERS. 

The Displacement of Britishers on Ac- 
count of Changed Registry of 
the Vessels. 

The Taeoma Ledger of Thursday says: 
"The court yesterday decided Second 
Engineer Henry l>erritt and First Of- 
ficer .7. Ahvnn, f the Northern Pacific 
liner Tucoma, although born in Great 
Britain, are entitled to American citi- 
zenship because they came to this coun- 
try with their parents before reaching 
their majority. The fate of the other 
officers aboard theTacorna. is withdrawal 
from the ship when she takes the Ameri- 
can flag, for they are all Britishers. It 
is understood they have all declared 
their intentions to hecome Americans, 
hut the navigation laws of the land 
exclude from American vessels all licens- 
ed officers save those of the United 
States. 

The work of inspecting the Taeoma 
was begun yesterday by Messrs. Bryant 
and Cherry, inspectors "of hulls and boil- 
ers for the government, and will prob- 
ably bo finished to-day. Capt. Smith, to 
bo master of tho Taeoma, and Duncan 
Cree. to be first engineer, of the ship, 
were in Taeoma yesterday. Mr. Smith 
arrived from California, and Mr. Cree 
from Seattle. Others who will go with 
the ship 11s engineers are John Gillespie. 
Thomas Stewnrt and Charles Creamer. 

As the British Ulcers of the Taeoma 
signed with the ship at Hongkong the 
company is under obligations to take 
them hack to that port, and it is thought 
that the majority of those who are to be 
discharged from the vessel will take ad- 
vantage of tho condition, and return 
there, as Hongkong being one of the 
largest maritime ports f the world, af- 
fords better opportunities for seafaring 
men to get positions. 

Steamer Victoria, of the Northern Ta- 
cilic line, which is also to take the Am- 
erican flag, is lively to arrive at Vic- 
toria to-day, and may b in Taeoma by 
to-morrow. The majority if not all the 
officers of the Victoria nre Britishers, 
and it Is expected iiie same course will 
have to hp pursued In regard to officers 
of thnt ship us i s being followed on the 
Taeoma in the change of flag.
